2. BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED: THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE SAID: ON THE 
INVITATION OF COMRADE KIM IL-SONG, GENERAL SECRETARY OF 
THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE WORKERS PARTY OF KOREA AND 
AND PRESIDENT OE THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF KOREA, 
COMRADE MATHIEU KEREKOU, CHAIRMAN OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE 
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OF THE PARTY OP THE PEOPLE'S REVOLUTION OF BENIN AND PRE- 
SIDENT OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OP BENIN, PAID A STATE 
AND FRIENDSHIP VISIT TO THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA BETWEEN JULY 10 AND 15, 1976, LEADING A DELEGATION 
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OF THE PARTY OF THE PEOPLE'S REVOLUTION OF BENIN AND THE

STRESSED THAT THE PRESENT ERA IS AN ERA OF INDEPENDENCE 
FOR THE PEOPLES OF ALL COUNTRIES. 
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THIS IS AN ERA IN WHICH IMPERIALISM IS DECLINING AND 
FALLING AND THE PEOPLES WHO HAD BEEN EXPLOITED AND OP- 
PRESSED IN THE PAST HAVE EMERGED IN THE ARENA OF HISTORY 
AND ARE CONTINOUSLY WAGING A VICTORIOUS STRUGGLE FOR 
LIBERATION, SOVEREIGNTY AND PROSPERITY. 

TODAY IT IS THE BASIC TREND OF OUR ERA WHICH NO FORCE CAN 
CHECK THAT THE WORLD PEOPLE RESOLUTELY STRUGGLE IN DEMAND 
OF INDEPENDENCE AND SELF-SUSTENANCE AGAINST ALL FORMS OF 
SUBJUGATION AND EXPLOITATION. 

THE TWO SIDES DIRECTED PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO THE NON- 
ALIGNMENT MOVEMENT WHICH HOLDS AN IMPORTANT PLACE TODAY 
IN THE STRUGGLE OF THE THIRD WORLD PEOPLE AGAINST IM- 
PERIALISM, COLONIALISM AND ALL FORMS OF AGGRESSION AND 
INTERVENTION AND FOR INDEPENDENCE. 

THE NON-ALIGNMENT MOVEMENT IS A MIGHTY ANTI-IMPERIALIST 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REVOLUTIONARY FORCE OF OUR TIME AND AT PRESENT MANY IN- 
TERNATIONAL PROBLEMS ARE BEING SOLVED IN A FAIR WAY THANKS 
TO THE JOINT STRUGGLE OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES. 

THE IMPERIALISTS AND COLONIALISTS ARE RESORTING TO ALL 
SORTS OF MACHINATIONS TO WRECK THE REVOLUTIONARY ACTIVITIES 
OF THE NON-ALIGNMENT MOVEMENT. 

UNDER SUCH CONDITION THE TWO SIDES HELD THAT THE NON- 
ALIGNED COUNTRIES SHOULD MORE FIRMLY UNITE, FORM A BROAD 
ANTI-IMPERIALIST UNITED FRONT AND DEAL A DECISIVE BLOW 
WITH UNITED STRENGTH AT THE SPLITTING AND ALIENATING 
MANOEUVRES OF THE IMPERIALISTS. 

THE TWO SIDES ATTACHED SPECIAL IMPORTANCE TO THE FIFTH 
SUMMIT CONFERENCE OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES AND EX- 
PRESSED THE CONVICTION THAT THE CONFERENCE WOULD BE A 
HISTORIC MEETING IN MARKING A NEW MILESTONE IN THE STRUGGLE 
OF THE PEOPLES OF THE NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES TO FRUSTRATE 
THE SPLITTING MANOEUVRES OF THE IMPERIALISTS AND ACHIEVE 
NATIONAL LIBERATION, SOVEREIGNTY, PEACE AND SOCIAL PROGRESS 
UNDER THE BANNER OF UNITY AND THE BANNER OF INDEPENDENCE

MAINTAIN AS EVER THEIR COLONIAL DOMINATION OVER AFRICA AND 
THE SOUTH AFRICAN RACIST CLIQUE FOR BARBAROUSLY MASSACRING 
AZANIAN PEOPLE TO SOWETO AND VARIOUS OTHER PLACES SOME 
TIME AGO IN COLLUSION WITH THE INTERNATIONAL IMPERIALISTS.
